There 
are  of  course,  among  the  readiest  signers< 
the  weak,  the  impulsive  and  those  who 
would  sooner  sign  and  sneak  away  to 
drink  than  refuse  to  sign  and  keep  sober. 
It  is  always  a  hard  matter  to  resist  public 
sentiment,  whether  it  be  right  or  wrong. 

We  utterly  dislike  and  protest  against 
any  persecution  or  intolerance  in  temper¬ 
ance  work.  A  forced  signature  to  a 
pledge  is  a  useless,  and  sometimes.  eVen  a 
hurtful  thing.  And  no  one  of  character 
and  standing  will  come  forward  at  the 
poi  nt  of  the  bayonet  and  put  on  the  red 
ribbon,  unless  he  is  willing  to  lose  a  cer¬ 
tain  share  of  self-respect  and  to  be  con¬ 
scious  of  occupying  a  false  position.

We  have  many  men  in  Bloomfield,  both 
rich  and  poor,  old  and  young.  Republi¬ 
cans  and  Democrats,  w  ho,  in  a  Town  elec¬ 
tion,  seem  to  be  thoroughly  alive  to  the 
fact  that  it  is  a  matter  of  personal  im 
portance  to  themselves  J  >ut  w-  ho  regard 
a  National  election— as  tlwy.  would  a  boat 
race  or  a  walking  match— as  a  matter  on 
which  they  have  opinions,perhaps  decided 
ones,  preferences  and  prejudices,  perhaps 
violent  ones,  but  in  w  hich  their  personal 
interest  is  zero.
